schedule. Communist troops, it will b e recalled, 
were all set to invade b oth Formosa and Yugo- 
savia, b ut the attacks were delayed for re­ 
consideration of strategy.

Y our New Social Security 


Bii Sco tt W eb b er 
(Manager of th^ Sedalia Social Security Office) 


One of the important features of the amend­ 
ed social security late is the ex tension of olo- 
aae and survivors insurance to regular house- 


hold workers. 
This new law will b e important to the house­ 
hold w or k e r s - the maid or the c ook - a n d also 
to her employer. The household worker regu- 
larlv employed in one household will b ecome 
eligib le 
to 
b uild 
toward 
federal 
insurance 
b enefit payments: the household 
.such a worker will hax e certain responsib ilities 
for the social security tax and report of wages 


paid to the worker. 
, 
To make this as easv as possib le for l a . 
people involved, the Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance Bureau and the Department of In- 
ternal Revenue have jointly devised a simple 
report slip for this purpose. It provides space ^ 
for the household worker's name and social 
| 
security numb er, and a space for recording the 
1 
total 
amount 
of 
the employee’s cash 
wages 
during a three-month period. 
A three-month period is a calendar period. 
That is. three months b eginning with January, 
April. July and Octob er. The household em ­ 
ployer who hires a maid, cook, or any other 
household worker on a regular b asis will keep 
such a report and send it, together with the 
social security tax to the collector of internal 
revenue at the end of each thi'ee-month period. 
The tax is three percent of the regular house­ 
hold worker’s cash wages for the three-month 
period. Half of this tax ( U - G ) may b e de­ 
ducted from the worker’s oash wages: the em ­ 
ployer will contrib ute the other U - G . 
Now ab out that word “regular.” A household 
worker is a “regular” worker, if he or she 
works on at least 24 different days for the one 
household employer in a three-month period 
and is paid cash wages of not less than $50. 
She is .'^till “covered” during the nex t three 
months if she is paid $50. No report need b e 
kept on a worker employed, for an average 
of less than two days a w^eek b ecause such 
a 
worker would not meet the 24-day test for 
work in that household. 
The term “cash w^ages” is used b ecause meals 
and b oard can not b e counted as wages in de­ 
termining the $50. minimum for social security 
coverage. The household employer, moreover, 
is not concerned with any wages the w’orker 
may earn elsewhere. 
On the household worker’s part, it is impor­ 
tant that she or he have a social security card. 
Between now- and January 1, 19 51. when the 
new social security law goes into effect, those 
regular household workers who have never had 
a social security numb er, or have lost their 
card, or have changed their name should visit 
or write the social security office and get one. 


1 have mentioned cooks and maids, b ut b ut­ 
lers, practical nurses, and chauffeurs, and many 
other regular workers for one employer in 
a 
private household wdll 
also b e considered 
a 
hou.sehold worker and eligib le for old-age and 
survivors insurance protection under the new' 
social security law' b eginning in January. 
If you are interested in more specific infor­ 
mation on w'hether the new' provisions ab out 
household workers affect you, write or call the 
social security office for a special leaflet on 
the sub ject. In the nex t article of this series I 
shall discuss the effect of the new' law' on 
servicemen of World War II.
